intemet/worid-wtde web 301 whereby certified proctors 2 1 are provided on an as-needed basis to 
adrmmster examinations on behalf of testing authorities 14. 

[0041] To schedule a proctor for an examination, after a testing authority 14 engages tire 

proctonng service 20 for a given examination, the testing authorfty ,4 provides demographic 
^formation for eligible examination tate to the proetoring service 20 via a web-based da, 
tiansfer 3 2. Such information can include specific information about each examinee 
Alternative,* tire demographic data can describe or profile examinees. ,n instances when 
everyone ,s eligible to taxe an examination, mere might be no demographic information provided
